To Help in Abating the Smoke Nuisance 
in St. Louis. 


The Smoke Abatement Association has 
commenced a systematic canvass among its 
members for subscriptions, with a view to 
increasing the force ef its Inspectors, there- 


by securing a more equitable and thorough 
admin:stration of the smoke abatin ordi- 
nances. Mr. L. D. Kingsland, President of 
the Association, sad yesterday: “The edi- 
tor‘al which recently appeared in the Post- 
Dispatch stating that we evidehtly found it 
hard to have the law enforced and that 
every c-tizen injured by smoke should call 
our attent.on to it, has proved of consider- 
able assistance to us. The law cannot be 
enforced satisfactotily without the fsnoral 
support of the public and press. 

“Published complaints of specified chim- 
neys hamper the work instead of helping 
it, because in cases where an attempt is be- 
ing made to evade the law the published 
announcement results in temporary, meas- 
ures being taken to abate, and as scon as 
the danger of convietion is over for a time 
the offense will be resumed. When we are 
informed that a particular stack is offend- 
ing our records are looked up and if a warn- | 
ing has been served on the owners of a 
pant within a few weeks, cbservations are 
mmediately taken with a view to prose- 
cution. When no warning notice has been 
even for some weeks or months we general- 
y send an inspector to look over the plant 
and if the owner evinces any desire to com. 
ply with the law an opportunity is given

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BRITISH SPORTING TERMS. 


The Defender-Valkyrie racing fizzle is 
no exception td the rule that the sporting 
contests of England and America are not 
mere comparisons of science, strength 
| skill, but have an indirect though 

distinct Mterary value. They have en- 
abled the British press to clothe old 
words with new meanings. 

From the comments of the English 
papers we learn there is a “lack of sports- 
manlike feeling in America:“ that the 
“whole business is in the highest degree 
discreditable to the reputation of Amer- 
jeans as good sportsmen;:“ that “Lord 
Dunraven was justified in retiring in dis- 
gust from a contest involving so much 
rowdyism and unfairness.” 

The foundation of these reflections on 
American sportsmen is that Lord Dun- 
raven, who was cheered to the echo, was 
not allowed to win a race on a-foul and 
refused to sail in the final race because 
he could not have it sailed exactly as he 
wanted regardless of the conditions and 
the rules. 

From the time when Heenan was not 
permitted to whip Sayres by English 
rowdies to the time when the Yale ath- 
letic team was hooted and hissed and 
hustled, and the Cornell crew was howled 
down and threatened with violence for 
taking a race on an umpire’s fair de- 
cision, we have never known British 
sportsmen charged by British news- 
papers with unsportsmanlike conduct for 
maltreating competitors. 

We may therefore construct a new En- 
ish sporting dictionary. It is unsports- 
manlike to be victorious over any British 
competitor. It is discreditable to protest 
against a British foul. It is rowdyism 
and unfairness not to let the British 
sportsman run all contests to suit them- 
selves. 

From the commendation of Dunraven's 
conduct we get a positive definition of 
the word sportsmanlike. It is sportsman- 
like for a British sport to plead the baby 
act and quit when he finds that he is 
certain to get beaten.

For once in his public career Senator

Several explanations of this have been 
offered. One is that the humorous fac- 
ulty is declining, Another that the gift 
of humor fs becoming exhausted by the 
demands made upon it, and still another 
that so many comic newspapers have 
sprung into existence that each one must 
have a scarcify of talent and hence its 
humor is so diluted as to be ineffective. 

Although there may be some truth in 
each of these theories, yet none is entirely 
satisfactory. The demand for humorous 
work develops rather than exhausts the 
supply of talent and the genuine gift will 
rather be emphasized than hidden by 
contrast with inferior stuff. The prog- 
ress of the art of illustrafion gives en- 
larged opportunity for the fit expression 
of humorous ideas. 

The real explanation of the decadence 
of the comic publication does not lie in 
the degeneracy of the humorous gift or 
the diminution or deterioration of hymor- 
ous production. But new conditions have 
relegated the special humorous paper to 
the rear. These new conditions are the 
development of thehumorous department, 
especially the pictorial side, in the daily 
newspaper. The comic weekly no longer 
monopolizes humorous talent or has sole 
elaim to public attention. The field is 
filled by stronger competitors for public 
favor. 

The newspaper cartoons and comic - 
lustrations and their fun departments 
make the comic weekly a superfiuity. 
People who are daily supplied with hits 
on current topics and who get a great 
colored supplement every week illustra- 
ted by the best artists and filled h 
the productions of the cleverest humor- 
ists, such as the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
supplies, find the comic weekly stale and 


unprofitable.

The Great Railroad Trust. 


The newspapers have been furnished with 
copies of the correspondence between 
United States Senator Chandler, of New 
Hampshire, on the one hand, and Chair- 
man Morrison, of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and Attorney-General Har- 
mon, on tne other, in reference to the pro- 
posed pooling agreement between sixteen 
leading trunk lines of the country. 

The correspondence began with a letter 
from Senator Chandler under date of Aug. 
17 to,Chairman Morrison, in which, after 
calling attention to the fact that an agree- 
ment was being. formulated, he said: 

“The combination will be the greatest as- 
sociation of capital which America, per- 
haps the world, das ever known. It em- 
braces the American lines between Chi- 
cago and the West and New York and the 
East, and also the Grand Trunk Railroad of 
Canada—doubtless covering $3,000,000,000 of 
organized money. The object is to abolish 
competition in freight and passenger rates, 
to guard against any possible lowering of 
prices and to accomplish, as soon as the 
traffic will bear it, a raising of the present 
charges. * It seems to me that all 
laws against any kind off monopolies and 
trusts, whether enacted by State or na- 
tion, will be insignificant and worthless if 
this gigantic railroad trust cannot be de- 
feated.”’ 

Two days later Senator Chandler wrote in 
gimilar strain to Attorney-General Har- 
mon, saying: a 

“J venture to ask you immediately to ine 
vestigate this, the most gigantic trust and 
combination the world has ever known. If 
it is lawful, it will be vain to try and re- 
strain and dissolve by law any other trusts, 
The rates upon the coming grain crop from 
Chicago to the seaboard will be enormausly 
increased if you do not take steps to pre- 
vent the consummation of this transporta- 
tion combine.” 

HARMON DECLINES. 

Attorney-General Harmon in reply re- 
marked that the same questions involved 
were now under consideration in a case 
before the United States Court of Appeals 
and that until the pending case is decided 
and the law settled by the Supreme Court, it 
does not seem to me that there is anything 
for this department to do in the matter.” 

In another letter Senator Chandler says:

The Commander of the G. A. R. Atriyes 
at Indianapolis. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 14.—Indian- 
apolis gave its honored citizen, Col, I. N. 
Walker, Commander-in-Chief of the G. A. 
R., a royal welcome home to-night. The 


train bearing the Commander-in-Chief and 
other distinguished Grand Army veterans 
arrived in the city at 6:30 and was met 
at the depot by a committee composed of 
twelve leading citizens, several posts and 
two companies of infantry with bands. In 
addition there were several thousand citi- 
zens crowded into the Union Station who 
cheered the party, and Col. Walker was 
fully ten minutes in passing through the 
station, so great was the desire to grasp 
his hand. 

The party was driven under escort 
to the Hotel Denison, where a banquet was 
held, and at 8 o’clock the parade of honor 
formed in front of the hotel to escort the 
Commander to the State-house, where the 
reception was held. 

Matthews and Mayor Denny called 
at the hotel and the party took carriages 
at the door. Gov. Matthews, Mayor Denny, 
Adjut.-Gen. Robbins and Col. Walker oc- 
cupied the first carriage.

jrages in Easter Turkey. Not one of 
hese men succeeded in passing the Sul- 
fens guards except myself. 
1 am the only correspondént Who has pen- 
“trated into the heart of Armenia, I am 
the only one who has seen the frightful 
perseeutions of the Armenians with his 
@wn eyes and heard the tales of horror with 
his own ears. 

The..first report of Turkish atrocities 
which reached the civilized world early in 
the year seemed beyond belief. To posi- 
tively ascertain the exact truth I was sent 
by The World and Sunday Post-Dispatch to 
make my way into the villages and homes 
of the Armenians and personally investigate 
every reported outrage. 

I have seen the wounds made By the bay- 
Onets and swords of the Turkish soldiers. 

have seen the graves of the endless list 
‘of victims who have fallen under the rifles 
Sof the Sultan's army. 

I have seen. thousands of weak, fainting, 
hopeless beggars dying of starvation near 
the smoking ruins of their little farms. 
And I have listened to.the shamefaced 
whispered tales of young girls Who had been 
torn from their homes to satisfy the Kurds 
and Turkish soldiers. 

The stories of the Turkish atrocities are 


true! 
The hofrors of the present hour in Ar- 
— menia have not yet been told even in a 
“thousandth part. 
The Turkish Government has determined 


pon the obliteration of the Armenian race 
b. the most frightful campaign of murder. 
+ wholesale massacre, forced starvation and 
unspeakable tortures ever conceived in the 
history of the world. 

I have seen the cunning and crue? ma- 
chinery of the Sultan at work. And besides 
my own evidence of my eyes and ears I have 
brought back te civilization a signed étate- 
ment by the American missionaries in Ar- 
menia and an official document from the 
Gatholics at Akhtamar, the spiritual head 
ofthe Armenian Church. 

Read them! 

And then ask yourselves if the Christian 
world is to sit idly by and witness this 
crusade of persecution which will not end 
until 2,000,000 Armenian Christians have been 
wiped out--wiped out because they will not 
abandon Christianity and worship in the 
Moslem mosques of the Turks. 

The only hope, the never-ending prayer 
of Armenia now is that Lord Salisbury will 
stay the Sultan’s hand. He has threatened 
and warned the Sultan. But if the British 
Government neglects or delays its duty not 
one Armenian will be spared. 


In all the length and breadth of Armenia 
there is not one village girl whose virtue 
has not been taken from her by force. 

There is not one husband, brother, father 
or lover who dare lift a hand in protest 
against the dally dishonof of those whom 
he cherishes most on earth. 

No village bride iy all Armenia can count 
upon a safe return from the altar, and no 
bridegroom can be certain that he will ever 
carry his bride ta,his home. 

No ey. high or low, rich or poor, is 
secure against the dishonor of its women. 

the 145,000 Armenians in the province 
with which I am familiar, fully 100,000 are in 
want of food. More than half of the food- 
less ones live on roots and herbs and a sort 
ef bread made of clover seed, linseed or flax 
mixed with edible sprouts and grass. 

In the one district of Moks, in the pro- 
vince which I visited, only one-fourth of the 
people are left in their village homes, the 
others having been driven out by Kurds 
and Turks to beg their bread or die of star- 
vation in the mountains. 

In the district of Shadakh, only one-third 
of the people cling starving to their ruined 
homes. The rest are homeless wanderers, 
dropping dead of hunger and despair. 

Three thousand beggars, as I have wit- 
nessed, walk the streets of the city of Van 
from day to day pleading for food of people 
little better off than themselves. 

The gates of the American mission at 
Van, where I lived for several weeks, are 
thronged from sunrise until sunset ‘with 
wretched beings asking in Christ’s name for 
a bit of bread for their starving children. 

People are dying of starvation. Before 
I came away sixty-five had died of hunger 
a" a dew days in.one district. 

K. Kurds, who pastured their buffalos 
“ene heir cattle in the Armenians’ growing 
‘wheat fields, are now harvesting what is 
left of the grain, leaving nothing to the 
owners of the nelds but starvation and 
death. 

An inhuman government is collecting a 
year’s taxes in advance, as know from 
personal observation, from a peeple al- 
ready impoverished to the last degree by 
the exactions of taxes and the depredations 
of the Kurds, For n to pay men are 
peaten and left for dead, women are out- 
raged and children violated by the officers 
of the Turkish Government. 

In prison innocent men are tortured in 
fiendishly in 2 ht until a merciful 
death ends their 

Churches are —— Vgenled. monasteries 
are being confiscated and turned into 
stables for sheep and goats, and priests are 
being banished into the mountains to 
atarve. 

I know from personal. experience * 
sples are everywhere, bringing charges of

The idea of future punishment always 
aroused an antagonistic feeling with me, 
but the idea of the love of Christ was differ- 
ent.

What is your 
friend Birch doing and what is his fmend 
Matteson doing? I hope his friend Matteson 
is ready to com- home because they cannot 
get on without him any longer. Clare, you 
do not know how much I miss you. I get 
so lonely I can hardly live.

He is getting very 
anxious to get married. You need not be 
surprised to hear of his marriage at any@ 
time. He is going to Crosby to live. Sadie 
Woodworth got her engagement ring this 
week. Of course she came over next morn- 
ing to show it to me.

Beneath the beautiful 
and finely eut leaves of these shrubs are 
innumerable thorns. The ‘guaxillo’ is a sen- 
sitive plant. If you touch one of its leaves 
gently it will shrink and shrivel up for the 
moment. If you attempt to handle the plant 
roughly, however, the sharp, curved claws 
concealed beneath the leaves will make you 
sorry. The ‘guaxillo’ bears a buge bean, 
which when dry makes a rattling like that 
of a rattlesnake. 

The native Indians from these strange 
ae obtain soap, hair tonic, toothbrushes, 

airbrushes and even medicines. Along the 
lower Rio Grande the mesquite beans are 
made into bread. Horses are exceedingly 
fond of these beans, and for them will 
abandon the choicest oats at any time. The 
mesquite leaves are masticated as an anti- 
dote for fever. It is said that a traveler 
can live in that country without water 
for a considerable time by chewing the pulp 
of the thick leaves of the nopal.“ The lat- 
ter is utilized as food for cattle, and a baby 
food made from the juicy pulp has recently 
been placed on the market.

The guns were buried: Many men were 
blotted out, and before the dust had set- 
tled we heard the Federals getting ready 
to assault us. The Louisiana regiment to 
which i, belonged was behind the. works, 
and the 6th. (Confederate) Missouri. The 
attacking. force coming at the place was 
made up of the 6th and 8th (Union) Missou- 
ri. They drew out in a long line, and well 
in front of them was an officer with a 
sword in his hand and.a pipe in his mouth. 
He knew and we knew that he was com- 
ing to certain ineyitable death. Weewere 
armed with the Belgian guns, fifteen buck- 
shot in each, and when they came into 
range a chicken eould not have lived on 
ground our guns covered. Still this officer 
came on smoking calmly as though there 
was not a danger within a thousand miles, 
and occasionally 1 to our works 
with his sword. hey came nearer, and 
our ranks rose. We waited, and finally we 
had to fire. I never felt more like a mur- 
derer in my life than when I gave that or- 
der that was going to sweep out of life 
those magnificent fellows and their gal- 
lant leader. A man must have been worse 
than a brute who could help admiring 
those brave, determined men. There was 
a crash, a blur of smoke, an then out be- 
yond the ramparts ranks of dead men. 
They were cut down like grain by the har- 
vesters. The regiment was blotted out and 
gone, save for a few men who poured in- 
to us the volley that killed poor Clay Ew- 
ing. I have always believed that it was 
Hassendeubel who led that charge, and if 
it was, I can understand why his men idol- 
ized him. He knew the 1 into which he 
was walking, and he walked into it as cool- 
ly as I am now vou. was 
absolutely impossible for that first line 
to reach us. It was a sacrifice, and I 
think it was Hasséndeubel that, knowing 
this, made himself the chief figure in the 
laughter.“ 


Maj. Rosencrantz said that the incident 
that impressed him most in the war was 
at the battle of Pittsburg Landing. I 

“had only entered the Union army a few 
weeks before that fight, coming from the 
Austrian service directly into the Ameri- 
can and being assigned to staff duty as a 
first liewtenant. I spoke English badly and 
was a very unhappy man, because when 
J had applied to the war department I had 
expected to be assigned to duty in Virginia 
where the real war was going on. In- 
stead of that I was sent out West where 
some generals named Grant and Sherman 
were, as I thought, carrying on a kind of 
guerilla warfare in ‘the forests. I was 
speedily undeceived, and I want to say 
that I consider U. 8. Grant the greatest 
soldier of the century, not excepting Na- 
poleon or Wellington or Von Moltke. I was 
added to his military family, and I was 
went out very shortly afterwards to de- 
stroy a railroad bridge about ten miles in 
the country. I ‘had some thirty men with 
me and we burned that bridge all right and 
then were captured by Capt. Taltonestal!l 
and a lot of Georgians after a fight in which 
nobody was badly hurt. They took us to 
the main body of the rebel army and quar- 
tered us in a hollow near the river. Next 
morning the fight of Pittsburg Landifig 
began, and as luck would have Kk, one of 
our batteries was so placed that it played 
into the hollow where we were and killed 
six of our own men. Taltonstall, who js 
now one of directors of the Atlanta Ex- 
position, left his troops and came back to 
where we were and sized up the situation. 
He tried to get us behind a hill that was 
there, but it couldn’t be done, and he 
started out toward the Federal battery, 
holding up his hand as he did so, but not 
showing any white flag or handkerchief.

The 
only exception to this is afforded by the 
turquoise, The last edition of the Mineral 
Resources of the United States“ gives the 
value of the rough gems of all kinds pro- 
duced here during 1893, as amounting to 
$264,041—of which $148,136 goes to the credit 
of the turqubise mines.
